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Taiwan Intelligence Officer Confesses 
To Knowledge of Plan to Murder Liu 


By MARION PHILIPS 

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A Tai- 
wan goveIrmnment intelligence divi- 
Sion officer confessed to having 
knowledge of the plan to murder 
Henry Liu，according to a report 
released by Taiwan's official news 
agency on Monday. 

The intelligence o 什 cer，whose 
rank and name weie not disclosed， 
Was Teported to be under arrestb 
without balil，in Taiwan since 1last 
week. The report said Taiwan 
jnvestigators have not determined 
whether the officer only knew of the 
plot to murder Liu，or whether he 
ordered the murder. 

COMPLICITIY 

“This is the mostimportant news 
we ve had since the murder,” said 
Jerome Garchik，attorney for Mrs， 
Henry Liu and the Committee to 
Obtain Justice for Henry Liu.“This 
basically confirms ,the complicity 
and knowledge of the 氏 MTI [The 
Nationalist Party] administration in 
Lius death.” | 

JInformation contained in the 
news agency release was confirmed 
by the Iaiwan -Department of 
National Defense. The' report also 
stated that two or three of the 
intelligence officer's Superiors were 
questioned,，and it appears they 
knewthattheofficerknew ofthe plot， 
but did not report him. 工 he officer s 
Superiors， however， were not 


_arrested. 


Henry Liu, a Chinese American 
journalist who immigrated ， from 
Taiwan to the US in the 00s，was

SF 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein spoke with 
two Taiwanese officials about the 
extradition of Chen Chi-li during her 
recent trip to the Far 下 ast. 

Jerome Garchik and the Com- 
mittee have launched a campaign to 
enjlist the active Support of members 
of Congress in pressing for a federal 
investigation. 

Daly City Police Lieutenant 
Tom Reese said recently that 证 given 
acceSs,， Imembers of his department 
would travel to Taiwan to interview 
Suspects Chen Chi-li and WuTun. 
According to a source in Washing- 
ton，DC,， the FBI office in Tokyo 
dispatched acounter-intelligence 
agent to Taiwan in order to aid US 
police oficials in solving the crime.

The San Francisco Girls Chorus 
was founded in 1978，by its Music 
Direetor Elizabeth Appling,，at the 
Suggestion of KUrt Herbert Adler 
of the San Francisco Opera. One of 
three all-girls choruses in the na- 
tion, it provides the SF Opera and 
Symphony with performers for 
children?s roles. Appling is a_ SF 
Bay Area native and has studied 
Singing in Los Angeles and Berlin， 
as well as at Occidental College and 
Stanford University. Appling"s 
“dream is to make San Francisco a 
Vienna for girls.” 

CuUrrently，the chorus has 175 
girls. The program teaches choral 


music, music theory, harmony, and 
voice training，sSoO that the youths 
can study and perform classic，oPp- 
era, and folk music in a profession- 
al atmosphere. In 1984, the chorus 
launched a subscription series at 
Herbst Theatre，which included a 
fully staged performance of 
Purcell's opera， “Dido and 
Aeneas,” with the Baroque Phil- 
harmonic of the West. The girls 
have sung at the _ Democratic Na- 
tional Convention and for the 
Queern of England during her visit 
to SFE. They will also participate in 
the upcoming Super Bowl. In the 
Summer, they will tour the British 
Isles. 

The Singers are divided into five 
levels of proficiency. Starting at the 
preparatory level, they are gradual- 
ly promoted to the advanced and 
concert levels，which provide the 
performers. A smaller subgroup of 
16 girls，the ensemble，are “the 
cream of the crop,”according to 
Teri Yumae,， the current piano ac- 
companist for the chorus. 

When asked abonult the competit-

The sisters Mihoko and Jojo Ito，

They became attracted to the Chor- 
Us，WwWhen they，as part of their 
School chorus，Pperformed in the 
Same Union Square concert. They 
were So impressed by the high qual- 
ity of the Chorus” musicianship 
that they decided to audition. 

The girls enjoy the Singing，as 
well as the social life and friend- 
Ships they have found at the Chor- 
us. Their mother commented that 
the training provided by the SF 
Girls Chorus is “fantastice2 andg 
that she would recommend it to any 
girl who likes to sing. She stressed 
that her daughters do not have 
extraordinary voices，and that 
many members of the chorus have 
“regular voices.

Guests included Joel Yager, M.D .， 
director of the Eating Disorder 
Clinic at UCLA;, and Bonnie Ross， 


author of “Freedom From Food:， 


How to Stop Binging Forever.2” 

Bulimia; an eating disorder 
which involves excessive eating 
followed by induced vomiting,， and 
anorexia nervosa， Or Self-star- 
vation, may afflict the same victim . 

This happened to Miyori，She 
started out as an anorexic by totally 
restricting her intake of food，went 
down to a dangerously low weight， 
and suffered from amenorrhea 
where the menstrual cycle stops. 

“That happened for approxi- 
mately one year，and then IT re- 
verted to bulimia，to eating prac- 
tically everything in sight,” she 
Sald. 

SUICIDE 

In 34. 尼 /sewHnere，Miyori played 
DTr. Wendy Armstrong，who had 
bulimia and eventually committed 
Suicide.， 

“The writers will argue that her 
Suicide wasn?t directly related to 
her bulimia,” Miyori said, “only 
that She had other problems that 
were depressing her，as far as her 
real desires in life, how she invested 
her time in medicine，and it?s not 
what she really wanted to do.?” 

She continued, “Because it was a 
Very personal issue with me，I was 
Very disappointed that it was their 
choice to _ have her commit sui- 
cide...there would be the danger 
that people would misinterpret it， 
relate the suicide with the bulimia， 
and have it not really fully ee 
and explained.?” 

Yager added that the series gave 
“the notion that it was the humilia- 
tion of being found out to be bu- 
limic that drove this_ character to 
Suicide and that really Shouldn'ft 
happen， IT think people are now 
Intch freer to talk about most 
Problems that they have and mot 
feel that they're going to be 
ostracized and shunned.?”

To recover from bulimia，which 
takes approximately one year for 
most patients, Yager explained that 
the first thing is to acknowledsge 
that you haveaproblem and to talk 
abonut it with somebody. Second, is 
to eat three regular meals per day. 

“One of the things that many 
people do when they're wrapped up 
in bulimia is that they never eat 
normally,”” said the doctor. “It 
isn't only that they?re binge-eating， 
it?s that they're fasting，they”ll eat 
nothing for breakfast，hardly any- 
thing for lunch，very little for din- 
ner and then will go crazy starting 
at about 10 pm eating everything in 
Sight.?” 


“Allow yourself to eat a regular 
meal. Sometimes you have to plan 
that out ;with a nutritionist，a 
counselor，or therapist. Its impor- 
tant to understand exactly what'2s 
triggering these kiids of problems 
in you as an individual,”he said 

Bernal also pointed out that one 
doesnistneed to be malnourished to 
be a bulimic. There are closet bu- 
limics who are a little overweight. 

DISAPPOINTMENT 

In an interview with ECs1/ 环 ey/ 
after the television program, Miyori 
described her reaction to the elim- 
ination of Wendy Armstrong as 
feeling“a great deal of disappoint- 
ment...a great deal of hopelessness 

,because there's actually nothing

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Loneliness Among Asian Immigrants

”“A conflicting Sense of class af- 
filiation” was felt by two immi- 
grants -Who experienced _ what 

- PSychologist John Galvin called 
Social loneliness， In his recently 
completed study of 13 Asian immi- 
grants and their encounters with 
loneliness，Galvin identified five 
types of loneliness among his Sub- 
jects. 

Though originally from Southern 
China where Cantonese is SpOoken， 
Mei moved to Taiwan，among 
Mandarin-sSpeaking Chinese，and 
later to Singapore before coming to 
SF， 

LOSS OF 
CULTURAL IDENTITY 

Upon immigration to the US, she 
felt a loss of cultural identity and 
communication among Cantonese 
friends， relatives， and church， 
which held services in Cantonese. 

Although she identified herself 
with Cantonese-Speaking Chinese， 
She was fluent in Mandarin 
Furthermore，she was not familiar 
with Cantonese slang or English 
and had a heavy accent. 

Mei served as translator between 
Speakers of Cantonese and Man- 
darin，yet she still felt “half and 
half.” 

“Some felt I should go to the 
group that Spoke Mandarin and the 
Mandarin group felt I should go 
with the group that spoke Canton- 
ese,” She noted . 

She has tried to overcome Some 
of the language barriers，bnut to lit- 
tle avail. She has pondered return- 
ing to Taiwan，saying，“I don:t 
know what IT can do to be 


accepted.”She is Still struggling 
with her Situation. 
MARGINAL PERSON 

As a foreign student many years 
ago,， James .Chan felt like amar- 
ginal person””because of the dis- 
crimination he experienced in Social 
relationships in college. 

Since “Caucasians always pre- 
ferred to talk with their own kind ,2” 
Chan contended， he developed 
friendships with classmates .from 


-Third World nations, Still，he felt 


Separated from the mainstream of 
campus 1life， particularly since 
Caucasians，he.Said，seemed to ex- 
cel above the Asian and African 
Students. 

Admitting that others were not 
entirely to blame，Chan also attrib- 
uted his tendency to be reserved 
and possibly his ethnic background 
to his loneliness in the social Scene. 

When he attended parties and 
football was the topic of discourse， 
he couldn't contribute to the con- 
Versation because he was not fam- 
iliar with the sport，He acknow- 
ledged he felt“a lot more comfor- 
table”with the “more Structured2” 
formality in social Situations he en- 
countered in his upbringing. 

SOCIAL IGNORANCE 

More recently，Chan and his 
American-born wife encountered 
another instance of social lone- 
liness. After she had been dismissed 
from her church administrative 
position as a result of disagreement 
in church policy，the .couple ex- 
perienced social rejection from 
members of the congregation. 

The Chans agreed with Chinese 
immigrants in the congregation that 
the church should contribute 
toward Serving new immjgrants 
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while the dominant American-bora 
Chinese group opposed the meas:- 
EGG 


“The Cantonese Speaking 
group,” Chan explained， was 
treated as “Second class” with 


“very little Power... (or) voice”in 
the church . 

As a consequence of the pair?s 
stand on the issue, members of the 
congregation became “overly for- 
mal”… or ignorant of its Presence. 


“They put on a Show,”Chan de- . 


Scribed,，“(by being) very polite， 
very formal (and insincere).” 

Chan elucidated，“If people 
don't socialize with you， that 
means you are not considered very 
much and that causes a feeling of 
uneasiness, ”an “uncomfortable?” 
feeling which he tried to-evade by 
limiting his social life，and conse- 
quently，spending more time keep- 
ing himself occupied , 

PART OF LIFE 

He learned to _ accept his lone- 
liness as a part of life, he said, and 
although he conceded he would like 
being more popular，he considered 
his loneliness with a Positive note， 
adding that “being alone Permits 
you to do more wOTK.2” 

Contrary to Chan's lo sliness， 
Solitude is _ usually not a woping 
response to _ intrapersonal lone- 
liness， 

A person “who has never devel- 
oped a sense of self，who lives 
vicariously through others (and) 
who is not centered in the self as an 
experiencing person,” Galvin 
descrlbed，experiences intraperson- 
al loneliness. 

Feeling like an “empty bottle”oOr 
“vacuum”that yearned to be filled， 
Rose discovered temporary relief 
from loneliness when others paid 
attention to her, butthe empty feel- 
ing resumed as SOon as they depar- 
fed 

Although she was raised in a 
large family，Rose revealed that“a 
loneliness deep inside”had aways 
been“a part of life.?” 

LONGED FOR AN EMBRACE 

She desired others: attention and 
longed for an embrace,， which allev- 
iated her feeling of aloneness. Even 
though she found it “very Satisfy- 
ing”to be held， she didn't get her 
wish very often，Otherwise，she 
found relief in exbpressing her Pain 
through tears and fantasizing that 
SoOmeone was present to _ comfort 
her， 

As loneliness played such a Sig- 
nificant part in her life，she' accep- 
ted lt as reajlity， Concluding that 
She tried but failed“to fill up my 
vacuum,”she“resigned myself to 
being alone.2” 

Acceptance of being alone miti- 
gated the pain，tears and desire to 
always have Someone near,. She 
learned to “control myself，make 
myself feel less lorely” arid even 
enjoy Solitude at timaes.

vote as SOon.as possible,”Tateishi 
Saild : 

One chamnge made to facilitate 
passage and garner more Support 
involved broadening the board of 
directors of the _ Civil Liberties 
Public Education Trust Fund，If 
the bill passes，the board ,will be 
responsible for making disperse- 
ments from the fund in a manner 
speclfied in the bill. 

Last year:s bill mandated that 
five of the nine appointed board 
members be of Japanese ancestry.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 了.K. 
Wong，restaurateur，historian，and 
Chinatown s mostenthusiastic press 
agent, died early Saturday morning 
afteralong bout with cancer. He was 
9 

Born in San Francisco on April 
29,19071, Wong workedfortheBank 
of Canton，before going into the 
hardware and furniture business with 
the Ti-Sun Company in Chinatown. 
The bank，impressed by Wong's 
initiative and energy， wanted him to 
stay,， but he wanted to Strike out on 
his own. Under his leadership the 
hardware store became well known 
for its promotional give=awaySs to 
generate customerS. 

As a director of the Chinese 
ChamberofCommerce from 1953 to 
1961, Wong was a co-founder ofthe 
Chinese ， New Year ， festival， 
including the beauty pageant and 
parade.， Even- after he left the 
chamber， he would represent 
Chinatown on TV, radio, and in the 
Print media，when a _ commentator 
Was needed to discuss Chinese 
traditions and Chinese food prepara- 
tions. 

EMPRESS 

He was a stockholder and 
President ofthe board ofthe Empress 
of China Restaurant in SF 
Chinatown. Despite his illness，he 
made Sure that the restaurant's 
annualdividend checks were sentout 
last November、 He was also guest 
Speaker ， and the restaurant?s 
representative atthe annual 豆 oiiaday)， 
Magazrne travel  awards last 
September in Seattle. 

Wong was very pPIoud of his role 
as _ one of the founders of the 
Portsmouth Square Garage 
Corporation in Chinatown. He was 
also a very active director of the SF 
Visitors and Convention Bureau， 
often advising business leaders how 
they Should best .approach the 
Chinese American community， 

He had a long love aftitair with 
Jjournalism，writing first for the old 
CHzizese 玫 orld and later as a 
CoOrreSspondent or guest writer for the 
Famcoxyer CHialomn Newy Jade 
AMhasgazIne 48Ianr 下 eek and 
下 ast 太 est He didn't write for pay， 
but instead strived to keep alive the 
traditions and history of the Chinese 
American community-. 

HISTORICAL 

Wong was a co-founder of the 
Chinese Historical - Society of 
America and donated many historical 
artifacts he collected over the years

to the Society，He spent the last 
Several years of his life interviewing 
many long-time California Chinese 
for a book and oral history project 
under the auspices of the society- 

When Hollywood needed 也 
technical director tor the locatlon 
Shooting of the movie，EVower 
D1u1 9o1p8 theyhired Wong. They 
liked his work so much, they would 
come to him again and again when 
they needed a liaison with the 
Chinese community here, but he was 
usually too busy with local projects 
to sign on for other films. 。 

Wong was an avid tennis player, 
even into_ his 70s，and he was a 
director of the Chinese Tennis Clu- 
from 1935 tothe present. Asrecently 
as ]ast year， he was writing Up the 
club s annual tournament results and 
making Sure they were delivered to 
the Chinatown news desks by 
deadline. 

PAINTER 

A fine amateur painter，he took 
great pleasure in gving his friends 
Small watercolors，sometimes 
Sketched on impulse on the back ofa 
piece of cardboard. 

Wong never lost his enthusiasm 
for Chinese traditions or his genuine 
love of People. With a twinkle in his 
eye， he would recount an anecdote 
aboutthe early days in SF and take 
great delight in amazing listeners 
with his recall， Old-timers who 
would be reluctant to tell a reporter 
morethan afewwords, wouldentrust 
to Wongtheirlife stories. His energy 
Seemed So limitless that his death 
came as 3a Shock to even those who 
knew of his illness. 

Wong is survived by his wife， 
Honey; Son，Wesley; and daughter- 
in-l]aw，Becky. A memorial service 
will be held Friday at 2 pm in Grace 
Cathedral. Contributions are
